Armored 


Three Protected Cruiser*. 


The first and only authoritative state- 


ment as to the new naval program to be 
recommended by the house comittee on 
naval affairs has been obtained and is as 
follows: 


Two large battleships of 13,500 tons 


each and of the highest practicable 
speed and costing about 
§6,000,000 


each. 


Three big armored cruisers of 13,000 


tons each, of the highest practicable 
speed, costing about $6 000.050 each. 


Three large protected cruisers of 8000 


tons each, high speed, and to cost about 
$4,500,000. 


These recommendations grill require a 


total expenditure of from 850,000,000 to 
$55.000,000, none of which will have to 
be appropriated at this session of con- 
gress because it will take nearly a year 
to draw up plans for tb« ships, and not 
till then will appropriations be needed 
for their construction. 


The navy yard department has re- 


commended tbe following program to 
the house committee on n»v»l affairs, 
•nd the hearings and arguments in the 
committee room were all based upon 
this program, which in given below in 
order that the departures of the com- 
mittee in the report about to be sub 
milled can be recognized. Here was 
the department's idea of what our navy 
needed: 


Three armored cruisers of 13,01)0 tons 


each, tbroo protected cruisers of about 
2500 ton» each, and 12 gunboat*. 


It will be noticed that the department 


did not auk for any battlmhip* and that 
the committee recommends two. It 
will al«o be noticed that the department 
urged the construction of 12 gnnboatn, 
and tbat not ono gunboat is included in 
the 1900 program.

Hnle* by Which They Mar Be Kept 


Healthy For Years. 


Goldfish are easily 
kept ali^e and 


healthy for many years if oue only 
knows how to do it. Have you ever had 
goldfish die shortly after you get them, 
and did you wonder why they did not 
live? I have, and not until I had a talk 
,«ith Mr. Otto Eggeling, an nquarist, did 
I leiirn the reason why, besides some val- 
uable information in regard to aquaii- 
tims. 


"Goldfish," said Mr. Eggeling, "thould 


never be kept in the so culled globe or 
circular nquarimns. 
Constantly swim- 


ming around the vessel, they cxhaiibt 
therasel'/es and die, sometimes after n 
couple of days. 
Square aqiiariuiiib are 


i'est. and the vessel must be properly 
tilled with BiavL-1 and aquatic plant;,. t!m 
Viore plants, the better. 


"Furthermore, the fit.li should never be 


/.ent in I'linninrj waU>r, and the v. nttr 
should never be changed more than twice 
n year, provided of course the aquaiinin 
is properly constructed and has the nec- 
essary amount of gravel, aquatic plants 
and the likr. If this be the case, the car- 
bonic acid gas exhaled by the fish is in- 
haled by <he plants in the water, and the 
oxygen gh en out by the plants is breath- 
ed by the fish, thus producing an equali- 
zation that keeps the aquarium in a 
healthy condition and obviates the neces- 
sity of changing the water. 


"When it is necessary to change the 


water, it should be done in a warm ioora, 
and the fresh water must not be of lower 
temperature.

Before you srardens are 


springing out of ground but yesterday 
trampled by thousands of pedestraius and 
cut up by the wheels of innumerable carts 
and drays: grassy slopes replace rude 
banks of earth, and roses and' creepers 
trail over walls to which the last touches 
o* color are being applied by white blous- 
ed workmen. The bright sunshine brings 
out all the girding and glitter of the fairy 
oalace«, oriental topes, bulbous domes. 
Persian minarets and Aztec temples. The 
whole scene appears to open out like n 
flower, about which hovers a multitude of 
bright winged insects. 


When the exposition opens, its hundred 


gates there will yet remain u great deal 
unfinished, but already, from what is 
completed, one is able to form a good 
idea of what the whole will be.

buildings that have been built to receive 
the products of the whole world surpass 
iii beauty and elaboration of design and 
ornament any previous effort of the kind. 
The palace of fine arts, which is com- 
pleted, has an air of grandeur and so- 
"idity that makes it difficult to believe 
that it has been put up for a few months 
instead of centuries. The new Alexan- 
der bridge, which fortunately is not mere- 
ly a temporary structure, is the finest 
bridge that spuns the Seine.

Troeadero and the Eiffel tower, it will be 
the legacy left to Paris by the exposition. 


Our Building; Most Advanced. 


On the yuai d'Orsay the pavilions of 


the various nations are assuming form. 
The Italian. Turkish. Austrian, English. 
German. Hungarian. Russian and United 
States buildings, which occupy the river 
front, are all well under way. 
Although 


begun long nftei its neighbors, tbe Unit- 
ed Siutos building is neverlheless nearest 
to being completed. 
The plaster work 


will all be finished within two weeks, 
and all that will then remain to be done 
are the- painting, gilding, nuiral decora- 
tions and finishings. It Avould be rash to 
predict that it «ill be finished in its en- 
tirety by the-opening day, April 14, but 
it is «:ife to say that it will be/ tho first of 
the national pavilions ready. 


Owing to the severe winter, tbe dome 


of the national building has given consid- 
erable trouble. The moisture in the plas- 
ter and the frequent .rains have rendered 
it very sensitive to frost, and despite thi> 
so called impermeable coat of paint 
which covers it the surface has so suf- 
fered from alternate fteezing and thaw- 
ing that it will have to be gone over once 
more.

The Turkish building, 
which is said to be merclv an alias to 
cover the names of a commercial syndi- 
cate, has been built within ten feet of oue 
side of the American pavili.m and shuts 
il out absolutely from the east. It is a 
huge, undo and unornarnented building, 
serving the purpose of a spite fence.

crushes- the adjoining pavilions, crowds 
the space about it and denies suitable 
light to its- neighbors. 


From across the Seine, how ever, the 


view is unobstructed, nud the Austrian 
pavilion on the west recedes far enough 
from the water line to permit n wide per- 
spective.

United States is also the most advanced. 
The colonnade is already in place, and the 
gilders are at work. 
The publishers

Mix tbesa two 
parts thoroughly and again divide into 
four; take two portions again, and so on 
till a sample of.convenient bulk is obtain- 
ed. By this logical method the sample 
yielded is, on any ordinary calculation of 
probability, certain to represent; accurately 
the original mass taken. , 


A certain quantity of this sample is now 


weighed out, two equal amounts being 
taken as checks upon each other. The 
weighing may be done in denominational 
values of either grams or assay tons. The 
irssa'y ton is a most convenient inven- 
tion and is very simply explained. The 
ordinary ton contains 32,606.6 ounces; if, 
then, wo make a unit (an assay ton) weigh- 
ing 32.6667 grams, each.-001 of a gram 
will equal one ounce per ton. 
Thus, no 


calculation is needed at all to estimate the 
gol J richness of an ore per ton. 


Say wo weigh out, then, two separate 


portions of the ore of one assay ton (A. T-) 
each. With each roixthoroughly bicarbon- 
ate of soda, litharge, borax, glass and 
flour in varying proportions; whep thor- 
oughly uniform in color empty the mix- 
tures in. fire clay crucibles and strew on the. 
top a thin layer of salt. Put on the lids, of 
tho two .crucibles and surround them with 
living coal, coke or burning vaporized 
benzoline in a crucible furnace, The cruci- 
bles aro heated till the masses of ore and 
floxes.are in a state of, tranquil fusion— 
that is, not bubbling or boiling. The white 
hot fluid is then poured into iron molds 
and allowed to coqL 


On examination, after cooling, the fused 


masses will be found to consists of.: (i) 
A layer of white substance, which is salt. 
(2) A slag. This is usually dark in color, 
often resembling malachite, and is fenced 
fay the fusion of the borax and soda with 
the worthless or earthy matter (gangue) 
in tho ore. (3) A lead button, produced 
from the litharge, or lead oxide, originally 
mixed in the ebarge. 


This lead button contains all the silver 


and gold in the ore. 
The heat of the fur- 


nace drives off from the lead oxido_ its oxy- 
gen, so that pure lead is left; this, in vir- 
tue of its weight, percolates downward 
through the slag during the heating in 
tho furnace, collecting all tho gold and sil- 
ver pressnt, and eventually forms n but- 
ton weighing, if a proper amount of flour 
has been added originally, about 16 to 130 
grains. The flour has the effect of vary- 
ing the size of lead button produced and 
ia said to possess a reducing action. 


The next step in the process is to get rid 


of tho Jead without; also losing tho gold 
and silver. This is donu by an operation 
known as cupel!ation. The cupel is a small 
round, bone.ash cup, which is placed in » 
gorfc of lire clay tunnel with one qnd closed 
up, known as a muffle. Tho muffle is heafc- 
e.d from tho, outside, either by burying it 
with coals or by playing burning gas on 
every part of it. 
When the cupel has at- 


tained tho heat of the interior of the muf- 
flo, tho lead button is placed in it and the 
door of tho muffle shut, so as to procure 
tho greatest amount cf heat possible.. 
When the lead is seen to be molted and 
fuming, tbo muffle door is opened to admit; 
the aM v?hich is sucked in by the intense 
beat. 


The oxygen contained in the air oxy- 


dizes the lead into lead oxide, and the bone 
ash cupel absorbs lead oxide likeaspongo, 
but refuses to absorb the gold and silver, 
so that at length there is left in the cupel 
only a button of tho two precious metals. 
It is to be supposed that two ore samples 
bavo been treated similarly both in the 
crucibles nnd cupels, but for tho sake of 
convenience it is better to explain tho 
treatment of one only. The bead of gold 
and silver obtained weighs, lafc us say, 
.0010 of a gram. This is noted down. 
Tho bead after weighing is flattened out 
in a flatting mill, so as to expose as large 
a surfacjo ES possible to th« nitric acid 
which is then added to it. On heating tho 
silver is dissolved, but, of course, tho gold 
is untouched by tbo action of any singlo 
ftcifl. Tho remaining pure gold is troatcd 
with stronger nuid, called "purling acid," 
to drivo otT any suspected truco of silver, 
and thon washed with water. 


If tho "parting" of tho gold from tho 


silver 1ms bean successful, the gold is loft 
as a thin, small Fheet. From this nil mois- 
ture is driven off by heat. On weighing, 
the gold inny be us heavy as .0007 of a 
gram. Then, as it has proviousy been 
noted that the total gold and silver bead 
hnd 
weighed 
.0016 of n gram, tho 


weight of silver present must have boon 
OOO'J of a gram—that is to say, in one 
assay ton of 32.6607 grams there nro 
0007 gram of gold and .0009 grain of 
silver. It hms been stated at the com- 
mencement of this art,ic-lo that in an assay 
ton cnoh .001 of n gram represents in a 
real tone one ounce. Therefore wo have 
seven -tenths of an ounco of gold—that is, 
1* pennyweights (30 dwt. equal 1 on.)— 
and nine-tenths of an ounco of silver—that 
is, 18 pennyweights—to tho ton.

All milk in Cuba is boiled as soon as it 


comes fiom the cow. In no other way 
can it be kept, even with the lavish u-e 
of ice. The climate seems similar in effect 
to the atmospheric conditions obtaining 
iu tho United States during a thunder- 
storm, when the good country housewives 
generally find their milk spoiling on their 
hands. Roiled milk is kept in cafes and 
bars, and lestanranls here have just r.s 
fresh milk as in the United Slates and is 
used for tho samu purposes. At Or.st it is 
-athcr disagreeable to drink, but after 
in-coming accustomed to it one Jo?s not 
minJ. It is a great drink late at night ba- 
fore retii'mg. The Cubans generally put 
into it a pannle, a flaky c.ike of sugar 
and tho white of an egg mixed and hard- 
enud. This sweetens the milk, destroying 
the boiled ta&te, anil is at the same time 
strengthening. But they never put selt- 
zer in the milk, for that combination 
makes it taste exactly as though it were 
raw milk which had soured. 


Aivotlu-r reason for boiling the-milk 


liero is the prevalence of bacteria oC all 
iimK milk being snch an absorbent thjit 
:t is dangerous to drink it raw. The faot 
that tuberculosis exists among the tattle 
is alco another reason for taking this 


ef.iniiiin.

From some relics which have been un- 


earthed at Pompeii the interesting dis- 
covery has been made that the theater 
goers in old Rome were much more punc- 
tilious in the matter of applause than we 
moderns are. 
If they approved of a play 


or of an actor's performance, they testi- 
fied their approval openly, but in such a 
manner as to' show the exact amount of 
gratification which the performance had 
afforded them. 
In other words, they 


were guided by rigid rules in the matter, 
.1111! so well were these rules known that 
eveiy aotor could tell nt once whether he 
wn? really making a iiit v,ith the public 
or was playing to an nndipncp that failed 
to appreciate even his best efforts. 


When such theater goers were fairly 


wpll satisfied with a play, they applaud- 
ed by snapping with the thumb and mid- 
dle linger. If thoy wanted the actors to 
understand that they were leally satis- 
fied with the performance, they clapped 
loudly by beating the left hand on tlie 
right. 
Only the lingers of the left hand 


were brought into play on such occasions, 
and the sound was as if two earthen 
vessels had been knocked together. 
A 


nioi'e- hearty token of approval was given 
by striking the flat palms of the hands 
ngainst c.irh other. A still more marked 
token of pleasure was the curving of the 
hands aud 
then 
striking them 
hard 


against each other. 


At times, however, there was an occa- 


sion when even these methods of testi- 
fying approval would be insufficient to 
express the popular delight. It became 
the custom on every such occasion for all 
persons in the audience to applaud by 
waving a corner of their vogas or robes 
in the direction of the stage. 
The peo- 


ple of the lower class in Home were not 
privileged to wear^togas. but the Emper- 
or Anrelian permitted them whenever 
they went to n theater to carry a piece 
of cloth, so that if the play proved an 
extraordinary success they might be able 
to testify their approval in the recogniz- 
ed fashion.—Chicago Times-Herald.
